EXIT. 


Wlia lever may be the underlying 


causes oi' the break between President 
Wilson and 
Secretary Lansing, 
the 


reasons given by tbc former for request- 
ing tbc resignation of bis chief of slate 
will, we think, strike the public as being 
superficial. It' any evils resulted from 
the holding of cabinet meetings they are 
not disclosed by the president, nor are 
.they apparent to the country. Mr. Lan- 
sing appears to have justified the advis- 
ability, and we may even go so far as to 
suggest the necessity, of calling these 
meetings. In the absence of proof to the 
contrary it is to be presumed that inter- 
departmental discussions -would, as the 
secretary of stale says they did. produce 
good results. 


The nation .during the president's 


illness has 
drafted most of the time, 


both in foreign and domestic policies. 
It is true that serious, developments like 
the steel and coal strikes, and the 
threatened railroad strike, have had the 
personal attention of the president, but 
in the main the business of the govern- 
ment has been without a directing,heacl. 
Under these circumstances the cabinet 
had to do the best it could to carry on 
the administration, and it is reasonable 
to suppose it could do this to best ad- 
vantage through collective advice rather 
than through independent action. 


But the real reasons for the dis- 


missal of the secretary of state go deeper 
than this. They relate to differences of 
opinion concerning foreign policies' dat- 
ing back almost to the time Mr. Lansing 
succeeded Mr. Bryan. They relate more 
seriously to the issues which brought on 
the war and to .the peace of Versaillies. 
We seem to find something in the rela- 
tions between the president and his sec- 
retary of state analogous to the strain 
between Mr. Lincoln and members of 
his cabinet. Lincoln put up with the 
antagonism of Scward and Stanton be- 
cause he considered them efficient heads 
of the state and war departments. Mr. 
Wilson may have done so with Mr. 
Lansing for similar reasons, or for oth- 
ers, but whatever the facts he probably 
would have been better off had he made 
a change when he first learned of a 
diverging viewpoint which eventually 
led them farther and farther apart. 


Mr. Lansing says he tried to carry 


out the president's policies to the best 
of his ability, and he is to be credited 
with this motive, but it is obvious Lhat 
an unsympathetic attitude was a handi- 
cap in ilsclf and thai it could not make 
for strength in the conduct of foreign 
alVairs. Neither could it be helpful in 
the peace conference. We think Mr. 
Lansing owed it both to the president 
and himself to resign long ago. 


Probably the gravest reflection up- 


on the secretary was that raised by 
William C. Bullil's testimony before the 
senate foreign relations committee in 
which the latter quoted Mr. Lansing as 
having told him he was opposed to the 
league of nations covenant and that it 
contained features of a sinister charac- 
ter. Mr. Lansing never denied Bullil's 
statements. If they conveyed correct in- 
formation the secretory of slate was cer- 
tainly not lo be regarded as loyal to his 
chief. He was trying to undermine il«' 
president's position while pretending lo 
serve him. It was an unfortunate situa- 
tion nil around and neither parly lo ii 
should have permitted it lo continue. 
Bui Uic burden of relieving Ihc slrain 
rested 
upon Mr. Lansing, who should 


have tendered his resignation. 


Mr. learning's ability in Ihc slate <le- 


parlmcnl can nol be easily judged. II 
is a well known fact thai Mr. Wilson 
cliclalcd its policies absolutely and wrote 
nearly all of the slate papers. The pres- 
ident should have had a stronger secre- 
tary of slate, like Rool. for instance, or 
Mr. Tafl. or else ho should have had as 
a figurehead a man who executed orders 
in a sympathetic spirit. Mr. Wilson's 
cabincls and cabincl troubles constitute 
weak spols in his administration, and 
\vl in some r<\spoels Ihcy wen- an aid, 
for they enabled Iho president to assert

Appleton may congratulate 
itself upon the high place it occupies in 
this field of practical schooling, and 
there can be no doubt about the wisdom

right to expect that they shall be deter- 
mined peacefully if possible, and that 
all proper means shall;bc employed to' 
this end before it shall-be'made" to suffer 
the very grave consequences -which n 
strike of magnitude always entails. "We 
have passed the point where the public 
should be made to bear the brunt of-an 
open fight Tjetwccn employers and «:m-. 
ploycs. There is a right and just basis 
for 
accommodating these differences, 


which if employed should always avoid 
an appeal lo force. It is a prerogative 
of'the people lo insist thai Ihc right shall 
be ascertained, and the only way in 
which Ibis can be clone is by impartial 
consideration of the claims of both par- 
lies lo the controversy.

New Order of Things is Coining into

he Prepared—Tolerance for

Dr. Graham. Taylor's presence in 


the city Saturday evening and Sunday 
as the guest of 
the First Congrega- 


tional church has meant much to 
those who heard his message, lie has 
resided for twenty-five years in a sec- 
tion of Chicago between the lines of 
industrial cleavage and ,is perhaps 
one of the best informed men of the 
country regarding conditions among 
the laboring people. The present un- 
rest was dwelt upon in a wealth of 
rich detail at all the gatherings to 
which he spoke. 


A banquet was given Saturday eve- 


ning at the Y. M. C. A. by the Men's 
club of the church, and there was a 
large attendance, 
especially of em- 


ployers of labor. His subject at this 
session was "Reasons for the Pres- 
ent Unrest," and he summed it all uj 
in the failure of either group in the 
labor controversy to sense the alti- 
tude of the other. 
"\Ve will all admit that unrest is 


a world experience and none of us 
should, be surprised to find is crop- 
ping up in our own hearts. There is 
no greater 
unrest anywhere than 


among returning soldiers." Dr. Tay- 
lor has served for sometime on the 
board which finds employment for 
returning- service men and told some 
of his experiences and how difficult it 


with which the employer had to con- 
lend hi these changing times. 


"Shouldn't 
the 
business man's 


"tatc 01 mind and fear be taken Into 
consideration?" 
he 
asked. "Mar- 


kets, shipping, credit, finance und 
numerous other factors 
are com-

In his concluding 
remarks,

mands. He then described the man- 
ner in which workmen and employ- 
ers had gotten together in the Inter- 
national Harvester company and the 
Hart. Schaffner and Marx "Company, 
both striking examples of the trend 
of modern times in solving tho prob- 
lem of unrest. In both, representa- 
tives are chosen by the workmen, 
and these are given full power to 
liiro and fire, fix wages, hours and 
bring about any necessary change for 
the welfare of the men.

Another warning that all children 


under 17 years old must have labor 
permits before they are permitted to 
work has been issued by the Wiscon- 
sin industrial commission and circu- 
lar letters have been sent to all em- 
ployers in the state. Copies have been 
received in this 
city. The 
letter 


points out that a child working with- 
out permit, if injured, is entitled to 
three times the ordinary damages. 


The letter follows: 
If you employ children you should 


inform yourself on the provisions of 
the Child Labor Law. It may have 
you money. 


It is a violation of the law to em- 


ploy any child under seventeen years 
of age, except in agricultural pur- 
suits, unless the employer has on file 
a labor permit issued by the Industri- 
al Commission or some person desig- 
nated by the commission, authoriz- 
ing the employment of the child. 


At least one person in each county 


in the state is designated by the com- 
mission to issue child labor permits. 
If you do not know the name of this 
person it can be obtained b'y writing 
to the commission at Madison. 


If a child is injured while working 


without the permit he is entitled to 
three times as much compensation as 
he would be if the employer had the 
permit on file. The employer must 
pay two-thirds of this compensation 
if he carries insurance and all of it if 
he does not carry insurance. The law

Wasliiiurtori—On the very day the 


Board of Temperance, Prohibition and 
Public Morals of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church issued, from its head- 
quarters here a scatliing denunciation 
of the use of tobacco by women, the 
members of the Washington Women's 
Ci£y Club—which has a. present mem- 
bership of 3.000—voted to establish a 
smoking room in the'club's headquar- 
ters. 


Declaring that the'increased use of 


tobacco by women in the past year 
has been appalling, the anti-nicotine 
pronunciamciuo says: 


"A phase of present-day feminism 


demands every privilege for women 
'hat man claims for himself. Con- 
cerning the justice of this demand 
theic can bo no question. Concerning 
its expediency, much .can be said. 


"The more sedentary life of woman 


tends to an excess in, the use of to- 
bacco and produces more serious re- 
sults than is caused by its use among 
men. The nervous constitution of a 
woman is comparable to that of an 
adolescent boy. The-effect of tobac- 
co upon them is similar to that upon 
immature youths." 


These arguments were all consid 


ered. but overridden in Hie vote of th 
City 
Club members to establish a 


room where such of them as like thei 
puff mteht smoke in peace and com 
fort. The decision turned largely on 
the ouery: 


"What is a club, anyway, withou 
a smoking room?" 


Among prominent member.'; of th 


does not allow ^the employer to insure 
against this extra compensation. 


Ignorance of the law or of the age 


of the child does not save the employ- 
er. 


The only way to be safe is to em- 


ploy no child under 17 without hav- 
ing on file the labor permit authoriz- 
ing you to employ him. 


If a youngster claims to be over 17, 


insist that he furnish you a copy of 
his birth or baptismal certificate to 
prove it. Do not take his word, or 
the word of anybody else, for it. Ex- 
perience has shown that children and 
their parents frequently misrepresent 
the ages of the children.in order to 
secure the job or to get higher wages. 
If the employer is deceived by the 
misrepresentation he is not protected. 


In the last two years, about 200 


employers have suHlerecl losses by em- 
ploying children in violation of the 
law. These losses amount in the ag- 
gregate to about 
$40,000. Unless 


you take the necessary precautions to 
protect yourself, you may be the next 
victim. 


Besides the extra 
compensation, 


there is a penalty of $10 to $100 a 
day for employing a child in viola- 
tion of the law. 


This law applies to all employers," 
large and small. Do' not take chanc- 
es! Before employing a child,,make 
sure that you are within your rights.

be obtained from the Industrial Com- 
mission at Madison.

walked. 


In view of this and many similar 


disaster*, M-. Xorgord feels that the 
new dog law is not too drastic. Ev- 
ery tax assessor must list the dogs 
in his district, and he gets for his 
services 20 cents for each"dog listed, 
this compensation to come from the 
dog license fund. 


Before June 30 of this year every 


dog owner must secure a license for 
the dogs he owns. The licenses will 
cost $3.00 for a male dog and $3.00 
for a female. 
All dogs found after 


July 1st. 1920 without a license tag 
will be seized and if not claimed and 
a license secured by the owner the 
dog is to be killed. The officer who 
seizes tho licenseless dogs will re- 
ceive $1.00 for each one seized.
